[Text] ro. NEW DELHI, 4 June-.The con trait between nationaliata and Islamic fun- 
daaentelists lies es a heavy mortgage on the Afghan resistance. In the third year 
of the Russo-Afghsn war thla contrast appears to have become etill more pronounced. 
There are conjectures, but no proof, th.it the Russians take advantage of the con- 
tree te in various ways. 

Thus Afghan nationaliata in Delhi assert that the partial reconquest of the Panjsher 
Valley located north of Kabul by the Russians vould never have been possible without 
treeson. The "traitor", it ia alleged, vae Culbudin Seloaatyar'e fundamentalist 
Kiebe Ialami, vhich supposedly in general collaborates with the Russians from time 
to time. 

Now mutual accusations, especially of secret collaboration with the Soviet Union, 
ere on the daily MgendM among Afghan politicians in exile. But even some well- 
informed Pekistenls do not completely exclude the possibility that there Ib a 
"silent agreement" between the Russians and th e Hitbe Islaai. Aa evidence they cite 
the fact that, in crossing the Pakistani-Afghan border and in bettles in Afghanistan, 
guerillas ran into traps and were lured Into ambushes. Those same Pakistanis take 
the view that Hekmatyar and his disciplined and strictly-led orgenization constitute 
a potential partner for Moscow if political talks with the Afghan resistence should 
ever come into being. They point out that, after all, there is a certain under- 
e tending between Moscow and Iran's Ayatollah ttomeyni. 

Certain is that the Hisbe Islaai in its striving for power knows few scruples, that 
it wants power for itself alone, and that it ia atriving for a theocratic state for 
which Iren ia furnishing the model. Certain is, moreover, that the Russians have 
increased their efforts to split the Afghan resistance (at least a eimple split 
exists anyhow), through promises, through arms deliveries to tribes that have been 
neutral up to now, and through money donations. In so doing, they are following 
the example of the British, who in their time with considerable success provoked 
the warlike tribee in the Seat against each other.
